REPORT OF INCOME BILL. 

On the faggeftion of the Speaker, it was moved by 
Mr Pirr, that “feveral claufes having been offered, 
and amendments made in the body of the bill, the bill 
be recommitted,”’ which being agreed to, the Houfe went 
into a Committee, 

' ~ Mr Smyrna in the chair. 

A variety of the claufes and provifions of the bill 
were,-in the. courfe of much defultory and irregular 
conyerfation between Meflis. W. Smith, H. Browne, 
Sir W. Young,'Mr Tierney, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, agreed to by the Committee. 

That part of the bill refpecting the income of perfons 
holding benefices in the ecclefialtical eftablifhment, and 
other perfons in the fervice of the church, being before 
the Committee, as 

Mr Tierney faid, he deemed it incumbent on him 
to call the attention of Gentlemen tothe peculiarly hard 
fituation of a number of perfons in the clerical profef- 

-fion unbeneficed, and iodced of many others holding 
_ fall livings. He thought all thofe whofe incomes did, 
not exceed a certain amount, fuppofe 3ool. a-year, fhould: 
be totally exempted from the tax. 
to the effential interefts of religion to enable the lower, 
ordets of the clergy to make a refpectable appeatance,' 
and to live’ ‘in a decent comfortable manner.~ There’ 
was alfo-another clafs of meritorious perfons, of whom’ 
he would take leave then to fpeak, who deferved alfo 
theferious confideration ef that Houfe. He alluded to the: 
officers of low rank in the naval and land fervices, whofe, 
pay Was inadequate to their fupport, and which was 
caufed by the very great advance in price of almoft e- 
very neceflary article, without. a proportionate increafe 
of {tipend to thofe perfons. It was his wifh to bring 
forward provifions to_obviate thofé, as far as the prefent 
-meafure applied ; but he was aware) of the inutility of 
fach a ftep on his part, unlefs Gentlemen oppofite to him 
concurred with him. However, he thought it indifpen- 
ibly his duty to fuggeft thofe hints. 
. «Mr Perr replied, he confidered it his duty to oppofe 
every ptopofition of the kind adverted to by the Hon. 
’ Gentleman, as far at leaft as the prefent meafure applied. 
—It would be fetting a precederit of the moft fatal ten- 
dency, were fuch iptions of perfons fo indulged, — 
So much was he convinced of this, that, nowwithftand- 
‘ing any forcible appeal to'the feelings of the Committee 
which might be made, he mult oppofe every thing of

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EAST INDLA RICE. 

During the extreme high price of whéat of late years, 
rice. has been confidered as an article of importance ;—~ 
but the Ealt India Company feem to neglect its impor- 
tation ; although their fettlements produce it in great 
plenty. Mott of the rivers in Bengal have their banks 
covered with rice, of which there are a great variety of 
Species. ‘The foil in fome parts is fo fertile, that a fingle 
grain of rice will yield a meafure of two or three feers ; 

Vege- 
tation is here fo quick, that, as faft as the water rifes, 
the plants of rice grow above it—fo that the éar’ is ne- 
ver immerfed, but floats on the furface.
